NEW YORK, May 28.—The Snn Mon- 


day morning lead several columns of 
special dispatches from all the state? 
troubled by the miners' strike with this 
introduction: 


"The great bituminous coal strike 


which began on April 21 has reached 
that stage where vast business inter- 
ests in many states are Crippled seri- 
ously. Fully 175,000 miners are idle in 
fourteen states and two territories. 
About 13,000 miners are' at work. ' 


"Not only have the miners begun to 


Buffer 
privation, provoking them to 


riot in several states, chiefly Illinois,' 
Pennsylvania and Alabama, but rail- 
roads, mills and even office buildings, 
have been so affected that thousands 
of other men are without work, and 
the business world, especially in the 
central west, sees before it an imme- 
diate struggle for existence. 
Within 


a week the stock of bituminous coal on 
band will probably be exhausted. 


"It is doubtful if this country ever 


experienced so large and so important 
a strike. If not settled soon its effects 
must be far reaching, as the Sun's'dis- 
patches Sunday morning show. Al- 
ready, the earnings of the railroads, 
notably in Pennsylvania, have been re- 
duced most seriously, and soon the car- 
rying capacity of the roads will be im- 
paired. The miners will not' yield, they 
say, until a uniform rate of seventy- 
five cents a ton is established through- 
out the country. Many, and perhaps a 
majority of the operators, were willing 
to give this, but they have not been 
able to come to such an agreement, and 
another conference is to be held in 
Springfield, 111., Monday. Little is ex- 
pected from it. 
. 


"Violence in Illinois and Alabama 


has been of such a character that state 
troops have been ordered out, and are 
in"' active service. 
Gov. Pattison, of 


Pennsylvania, has addressed the mass 
meeting at one place and cautioned- 
them against violence, so that he will 
not feel it necessary to order out the 
troops. The spirit of riot seems to be 
abating, but fear of serious trouble has 
not yet been dissipated." 


Tlu'iusclves Fox-Hunting and 
iiiK—Some Are Farming. 
, O., May 28.—The strike docs 


root seem to be worrying the miners *f 
this vicinity much. Some of the men 
are fox-hunting and others are fishing. 
One old man was seen by the writer, 
and said: "We are not bothering our- 
selves much about the strike. I sup- 
pose' it will be settled some tiire 
between now and Christmas. There 
is 
no 
danger 
of 
starvation 
for 


the present. 
We have been : half 


starved all winter, and now have 
turned our hands to farming. The 
farmers hereabouts are in sympathy 
with us, and the majority of them mine 
a little themselves during the winter. 
Now, 
every available piece of ground 


within a radius of five miles of this 
place has been cleaned.up and planted. 
One man has twenty-five acres of corn, 
another has ten acres of potatoes, 
so you see we are more farmers than 
miners at present. 
. 


"One dollar a day during the winter/ 


was good wages for a miner, and when 
you paid for your oil, powder and for 
sharpening the tools, there was not 
much left to live on. 
The public 


at large thinks a, miner gets. paid 
for all the coal he digs. Such is not 
the ease. One-third of what we m-ine 
goes 
to 
the 
operators, 
free. 


\Vhen .a mine car is loaded, it is 
dumped over two screens. We are paid 
for what goes over. The operator gets 
all the nut or fine coal and slack that 
goes through. The nut coal is made 
by breaking the ^umps in handling, 
and proves a big thing for the oper- 
ator. 


"Years ago the man who could mine 


the coai-scst coal was the man the oper- 
ators wanted, but all that is changed 
now."

that in which he is.an officer. 
The at- 


torney general has returned a written 
opinion "that the organization of an 
armed force of men in Arapahoe coun- 
ty to march to or enter Elpaso county 
for the purpose alleged is conspiracy 
to do or aid in an unlawful act, and 
all persons members of such armed 
force or co-operating to organize or to 
send or transport same into one county 
from another are guilty of conspiracy 
to do an unlawful act and the deputiz- 
ing: of such men to act as deputy sher- 
iffs by the sheriff of Elpuso county is a 
violation of law." 


Gov. Waite said Saturday: "It is my 


duty to stop this row. I shall probably

Creek arc, to my mind, rioters and an 
illegal body.

-The governor may 
entertain an anarchistic view of the 
laws .of Colorado, but as a. sheriff I be- 
lieve I can deputize men regardless of 
where they come from or belong."

ST. Louis, May 28.—This city is con 


fronted with a fuel famine. For three 
days there lias not been a pound of coal 
received in this city or in East St. Louis 
from any source. Last week three 
eastern roads delivered about thirty 
cars of coal from Pennsylvania under 
iron clad contracts with large consum- 
ers. This coal was guarded to its des 
tination as carefully as' if it was gold 
dust. For a month no coal has arrived 
from the Illinois mines that supplied 
the general needs of the .city. Not 
a day passes but one or more factories 
close. The street car companies are 
preparing to use horse power, while 
several factories have put in oil burn- 
ers and others are using wood, which 
has also advanced to almost prohibitive 
prices. Water Commissioner llolinai 
announces that he has but live ^days 
supply of coal, and. has arranged oi 
burners for the high service pumps.

miles an hour. 


Suddenly, without a moment's warn- 


ing,

it still lies. The combination mail iind 
express cars crashed into the engine 
with terrible force, and in a feu- min- 
utes were on lire. The coaches, with 
their precious burden of passengers 
were jammed together, but did not 
leave the truck, to which fortunate oc- 
currence is duo that none of the passen- 
gers were injured. 


As soon as the train quieted the pas- 


sengers rushed to the piled up ! nd 
burning express cars, where they found 
Messenger Stohl, of the United States 
Express Co., struggling to escape from 
his car. In a moment he wns rescued, 
but'not until he had received injuries 
about the heart and body, and probahlj 
internally, but it is thought he will re- 
cover. 


The passengers then turned their at- 


tention to the derailed engine below 
in the creek, and were horrified to fini' 
no signs of the engineer or his fireman 
For live long, weary hours they.con 
tinned their search, until at last tlicj 
found the crashed and dead body o 
Fireman Rhinehart under the locomo 
tive. One of his feet was entire]; 
burned off. Continuing their searcl 
they came ncrqss bits of the remains o: 
the unfortunote engineer, Nicholson 
These they gathered up and placed ii 
a bucket, the rest of his body having 
been entirely consumed by fire.

from excessive taxation.

ness is brisk, sales rapid and profits 
largo tho merchant can stand high 
rent, liberal wages to "employes and 
costly methods of transacting bus!;, 
nes.*. When crops are abundant and a 
ready market supplies an active de- 
mand at high prices, the farmer doesn't 
feel tho expense of implements. 
Hut 


when conditions arc reversed, and in- 
stead of profits as the result of busi- 
ness effort in the store or ceaseless toil 
on tho farm, the round-up shows a 
loss, economies must be introduced to 
prevent disaster. 
Then a difference of 


a few hundred dollars a year in wages 
and rent and a few dollars apiece on 
farm machinery becomes a matter of 
importance. 


After the war tho release 'of a vast 


army with large sums representing 
their wages in their pockets made busi- 
ness all through the country lively. 
Prices were high because the money 
was actively employed. Taxes were 
high, but that made no difference. 
Profits were so large that the amounts 
drawn by means of taxation were not 
missed. 
But gradually things have 


changed. Profits have dwindled and 
everything has decreased except taxes. 
They go on and increase while the 
ability to pay is lessened. The conse- 
quence is bankruptcy, and the remedy 
is in reducing the charges. Any capa- 
ble business man or intelligent farmer 
understands this.—Kansas City Time*.

The address, of ' Rev. Snodgrass.was 


peculiarly appropriate and struck a 
responsive: chord in the hearts of the 
old soldiers whom he addressed, 
Eev. 


Suodgrass had served in the 
ranks 


himself' and was thoroughly conver- 
sant arid in thorough sympathy with 
his subject 
At times he :was very 


eloquent.

The church was beautifully decorated 


with flowers and flags, and presented 
n neat and tasteful appearance. 


Kev. Snpdfcrass chose as his text a 


very appropriate passage of scripture 
—Exodus, ia-J.4—"And this day shall 
be unto you for a memoral;: and ye 
shall\ keep 'it a feast to the. Lord 
throughout a generation; ye shall keep 
it a feaSt by an ordinance forever." 


Among other things he said, "the 


Fourth of'July is a day of joy, and it 
is proper that it should be, for it is the 
anniversary of our country's birth as a 
nation. With Memorial day it is differ 
ent; it is the anniversary of the nation's 
second birth/ and commemorates the 
nation's entrance into a new life, as 
well as the great sacrifices the country 
made in order to attain that life. This 
Memorial Sunday is but the prepar- 
ation for the exercises of Memorial 
day. 
In my address I shiilL follow the 


• divisions of the text, and speak first of 


the meaning of the day and second of 
its observance and perpetuity. For al- 
most 100 years America stood before 
the world, honored, loved and feaved. 
Her prosperity arid growth were mar- 
velous% and wonderful. 
Yet her fair 


inline, her free institutions, l>er beau- 
tifnl flag- were disfigured and stained 
by the foul blot of human slavery. 
It 


was the proud boast of he"r citizens 
that this was the "land of the free and 
the home of the brave,"{yet by her con- 
stitution and laws she protected and 
gave the right to men to hold property 
in tlieir fellow men; a system which 
was degrading and constant^' dese- 
crating homes; a system which was 
breeding- corruption, 
and 
licensing 


crime. 
It began away back in our 


history. 
In the early days of Virginia 


there came a Dutch ship which dropped 


"~ the iniquitous seed which 
spread 


almost all over the land. As time 
passed, slavery was restricted step by 
step, until finally all! of the states 
north of the Missouri]boundar.y linehau 
abolished it. 
Slavery then sought to 


compel the free men of ~the north to 
capture and return the fugitive slaves. 
Being defeated in this, they sought to 
control the supreme court and throttle 
free sTfee'eh-in-the-halls of legislation. 
It then reached out its- blackened 
hands and tried to fasten itself on the 
,fair soil of the territories; as they came 
knocking at our doors for admission, 
lieing- defeated; at all points, slavery 
withdrew and the slave states'passed 
ordinances of secession and established 
a confederacy with all the offices 'and 
paraphernalia of government E^nd de- 
clared that they would dissolve the 
union. Their loaders boasted that by 
July 4th they would call the roll of 
their slaves at the foot of Bunker hill. 
Our government sat almost paralyzed 
and saw one navy scattered, one army 
demoralized, with officers resigning 
and sroing over to the South, with fort 
after fort hauling down the national 
flag- and running- op in its stead the 
stars and bars of the 
confederacy, 


with onr navy yards and sub-treasuries 
confiscated by the new government. 
Finally our government aroused her- 
self, seeing that there was no room 
in this land, vast as its area for two 
governments. 
It was declared that 


the union cemented by the best blood 
of the fathers of the revolution should 
be preserved, and a call was issued 
for men to uphold the flag and to rally 
at the national capit.ol. And they came 
responding to call after cull until over 
2,000,030 had been enrolled. Just think 
of the sacrifice made.. 60,000 fell dead 
on the field of battle; 35,000 were so 
mortally wounded that in a little while 
their spirits winged their flight and 
they were with their comrades; 180,000 
more in the hospitals and csimps gave 
up their lives; 41,000 starved to death 
in southern prison hells; in all, 320,000 
and more brave boys were wrapped in 
the winding sheets of death before the 
recall at Appotnattox in ISiiS, while 
vast numbers were wounded and crip- 
pleil. 
In North and South together 


almost 1,000,000 men, the very flower of 
the land, were taken away or so crip- 
pled as to be of no further use. 


Then there was a vast treasure ex- 


pended. The national debt had been 
increased to two thousand billions of 
dollars at the close of the war. This 
would make S50 apieco for every one in 
the country. North aad South. Then, 
in addition to this, those two grand 
agencies,the Christian commission and 
'he sanitary commission, had expended 
over -3500,000,000 in money. Hut this 
does not tel! the tale of the sncrifices 
made to secure this new life. On the 
hearts of the soldiers were photo- 
graphed the tenderest of recollections 
nnd associations left behind; associa- 
tions of home that to them were so sa- 
cred that they were not mentioned in 
the camps. But they came back in the 
solitnrie of the night, when on the beat 
on the lonely picket line; tiien they 
would think of voices they had not 
heard for so long; of loving words they 
would have given worlds to hear just 
then. Xo wonder the men, got home- 
sick; no wonder that thousands sick- 
ened and died in the camps. 
These 


men 
deliberately, freely; 
g-ave np 


everything- dear to their hearts that 


the government might be preserved. 
Then think of the long inarches, up and 
down the hilts and across the streams 
from Nearly morning till night The 
gun became so very heavy, and the 
straps of the canteen, and knapsack 
galled and blistered the shoulders, phi 
how weary grew the vlimba 'and liow 
blistered- were the ieet, yet all the 
while song and jest and fun were heard 
from one end- of the column to the 
other. Is it'any wonder that brave 
men fell froni the columns, to lie in the 
shade pi the trees or in the mud by .the 
wayside to die ? Thousands "-of as 
brave men as ever lived died in this 
way. Rev Snbdgrass gave a thrilling 
description of a hand-to-hand confict at 
Spbttsylvania, C. H. Nay 8th, 1SJ4, and 
continued. On memorial day we gather 
around the graves of our dead com- 
rades and drop tears in their memory, 
and it should be one of the grandest 
boasts of a man or woman to be able 
to say "My father or my brother, or 
my husband was a soldier in the war 
of the rebellion. 


Speaking of the observance of the 


day, Rev. Snodgrass said: No man or 
woman but what credits the assertion 
that God brought us through the war 
successfully and gave us the victory, 
and _we should ascribe due .honor to 
them. 
VVe do not make enough of 


Memorial day. .We do not awaken the 
patriotism of our citizens as we might 
do. I deplore the tendency to give the 
observance of the day .entirely to the 
soldiers.' The latter had given the best 
years of their lives to their country, 
and it was for the people to cheer the 
flag those veterans had preserved and 
to stand 
by 
them 
always.

The newly appointed county jury; 


commissioners met at the clerk's office 
this morning, received .instructions 
from Judge N. J. Dever and were sworn 
in. They enter immediately upon the 
discharge of .their duties. 


It will be well enough, for everyone 


to note particularly one or two pro- 
visions of the now law, creating the 
commission and providing 
for the 


selection of jurys. 


It is a serious offense for any one to 


hint, 'request or suggest anything to the 
commissioners in regard to the selec- 
tion of names, or to attempt to influence 
them.to put any person on a jury or 
to keep them off. 
It is compulsory up- 


on the commissioners to report all 
such attempts, and the court is obliged 
to punish with both fine and imprison- 
mentnotmore than SlflO fine and twenty 
days in the county jail. There has 
never been a very strict law against 
such matters and people have frequent- 
ly made requests to have certain per-

talent the country affords and have 
them tell the people what the day 
means.
